a sura anough strong man. And 
quite as easy to diagnose th a t 
roly-poly who may have a few 
muscles left but all of them are 
larded and covered and infiltrated 
with fat cells. 
N ot only th at but thera it a 
fundam ental difference in the out­ 
look for these different kinds of 
people. The warnings against the 
dangers of overweight do not ap­ 
ply to the first fellow. His muscles 
will keep him activa and his a r­ 
teries supple and burn up his ener­ 
gy and so avoid the diabetes and 
heart disease that go with the 
other group whose overweight 
goes by the less beautiful name of 
obesity. 
Test For Fat 


It i* fairly easy, as I say, by a 
mere glance to spot the extrem e 
examples among these groups. 
But what about the interm ediates 
—the fatties who are pretty ac­ 
tive, the bull moose who looks just 
a little puffy ? If a person is over­ 
w eight and belligerently contenda 
it is ail muscle, and the doctor 
thinks otherw ise, is there any ex­ 
act scientific test to prove which 
is rig h t? 
Yes, a method had been devised 
by soma Navy doctors, from which 
I infer th a t it may be im portant 
for the arm ed forces to know 
whether their overweight men can 
really stand the gaff or not. 
It should be called the “ Eureka 
test,” because it goes right back 
to the description of our old friend 
Archimedes on about page 276 of 
M yers’ Ancient History. For the 
benefit of those who have for­ 
gotten or who are so young they 
never had the cultural advantages 
of th a t inspiring text book, let me 
remind them th a t Archimedes was 
the official scientist of Syracuse 


about 2f»0 B C. He was the gov­ 
ernment researcher for the ty ­ 
rants of those parts, and on one 
occasion Heiron, the ty ran t pro 
tem, who was thinking of indulg­ 
ing himself in a new crown. a«ked 
Archimedes to determine whether 
the proffered article was pure gold 
or alloyed with silver. 


Specific Gravity Test 


Offhand Archimedes didn t know 
of a way, but being a researcher 
he took his problems to his bath 
tub where he noticed that when 
Archimedes got in a certain am ount 
of w ater slopped out. He realized 
that this was in accordance with 
density, or specific gravity, and 
that gold and silver would displace 
different am ounts of water, so he 
did a nudist m arathon to the pal­ 
ace crying — “E ureka” — upon 
which Heiron was very grateful to 
him and gave him a clean toga to 
go home in. 
The Navy doctors, applying this 
principle, determ ined the specific 
gravity of different human bodies 
by 
hydrostatic weighing, i.e.— 
equivalent volume—weight in air 
minus weight in w ater allowing 
for erro r due to air in the lungs 
and intestines which they can cal­ 
culate. They found th at there is a 
difference in specific gravity be­ 
tween those who have extra fat 
and those made up of mu-cle. The 
specific gravity of fat men whose 
ab d o m in al circu m feren ce a p ­ 
proaches or exceeds that of the 
chest es 1020 to UKiO. Lean men 
in the naval service with an aver­ 
age of 160 pounds weight have a 
specific gravity of about 1080. 
In treatm ent it is much ea-ier 
to remove the extra fat of the low 
specific gravities than that of the 
com paratively high specific grav­ 
ities. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. L.: I have a very bad ca.-e 
of chronic laryngitis. I have tried 
numerous remedies, but nothing 
helps me.

YOU REMEMBER in our last 
lesson the children of Israel prom­ 
ised to warship only their own 
God who had brocht them out of 
slavery in Egypt and guided them 
through 40 years of wandering 
When they conquered the prom­ 
ised land, they were told to anni­ 
hilate or drive out utterly the peo­ 
ples who inhabited those lands, 
but they did not do to 
"And an angel of the Lord came 
up from Gilgal to Bo/him and 
said. I made you to go up out of 
Egypt, and have brought you unto 
the land which I aware unto your 
fathers and I said. I will never 
break My covenant with you. 
"And ye shall make no league 
with the inhabitants of this land; 
ye shall throw down their altar* 
but ye have not obeyed my voice 
why have ye done this’ 
“Wherefore I also said. I will 
not drive them out from before 
you, but they shall be as thorns 
in your sides, and their gods shall 
be a snare unto you * 
Israelite* Weep and Sacrifice 
Thus reminded of the Lord s 
commands, the people of Israel 
wept and sacrificed unto the Lord. 
A* long as Joahua was living, and 
the generation (about 30 years) 
after him, they kept their prom­ 
ise but after they had buried him 
in ’the border of hi* inheritance 
In the mount of Ephraim on the 
north side of the hill of Gaash. * 
and the next generation had also 
gone, they “did evil in the aight 
of the Lord, and served Baalim: 
“And they forsook the Lord God 
of 
their 
father!, 
which 
had 
brought them out of the land of 
Egypt, and followed other gods of 
the people that were round about 
them, and bowed themselves unto 
them, and provoked the Lord to 
anger." Thus it wa* that the peo­ 
ple among whom the Israelite* 
lived were made a thorn in their 
aide. as the Lord had said. 
"And the anger cf the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he deliv­ 


ered them into the hands of spoil- 
ers that spoiled them, and he add 
them into the hand* of their ene­ 
mies round about, so that they 
could not any longer stand before 
their enemies. 
•Whithersoever they went the 
hand of the Lord wa* against 
them for evil, as the Lord had 
fcaid . . . and they were greatly 
distressed.” 
“Nevertheless the Lord raised up 
judge*, which delivered them out 
of the hand of these that spoiled 
them." 
They were not left quite de­ 
fenseless even in their disloyalty, 
you see But they would not listen 
to the Judges, but ran after other 
gods, and did not obey the com­ 
mandment* of the Lord. 
Lord Raisin Cp Judges 
Even in the next generation, 
the Lord relented when Hi* peo­ 
ples 
groans 
from 
oppression 
reached His ear*, and he 
raised 
them up judges ‘ who, with the 
Lord a help, delivered them out of 
their troubles. But when that par­ 
ticular judge was dead, these un­ 
grateful Israelites returned to 
their evil ways, "and corrupted 
themselves more than their fath­ 
er*. in following other gods to 
serve them, and to bow down unto 
them, they ceased not from their 
own doings, nor from their stub­ 
born way." 
The anger of the Lord wa* hot 
against israel because of this, 
and He declared that henceforth 
"He would not drive out any from 
before them of the nations which 
Joahua left when he died: 
That through them I may 
prove Israel, whether they will 
keep the way of the Lord to walk 
therein, as their fathers did keep 
It. or not. ’ 
The nations that the Lord al­ 
lowed to remain in the lands 
which he had given to the Israel­ 
ites were five lords of the Philis­ 
tines. the Canaanites, the Sidon* 
ians. and the Hivites. 
The children of Israel lived 
among these people, and they did 
not heed the Lord's wishes, but 
they took the daughters of these 
peoples to be their wive*, and 
gave their daughters to the sons, 
and served the heathen gods. Thus 
did they evil in the sight of the 
Lord and were a reproach to their 
people.
